(II 52/?, 17) was vacated o Only a guard detail quartered in one of the low 
buildings remained. Nine JS tanks and 5 trucks loaded with boxes and 
billeting equipment were still parked in front of the garages in the 
early morning o Imprintg of wheel, and track^laying vehicles led from the 
cantonment to the Dessau freight station* A farmer living near the 
cantonment stated that the unit was loaded at the Dessau freight station 
during the nights of 8, 9 and 10 April* He further said that he sometimes 
entered the cantonment and estimated the guard unit that remained there 
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2 0 A railroadman stated that the troops from the barracks installation, Rcsslau, 
were moving; out of the installation toward Magdeburg (II 5l/D 69) on 
11 April* In the morning of 12 April, source observed that tanks and vehicles 
which had previously been parked in the open and in sheds were no longer 
there and that AT guns and trucks were entrained and 20 boxcars were
